Th 0 inscription on a gravestone tells the story of 
many men and women who died from brutal 
tortures in the Edo era. A tattooed woman named 
Yumi (Yumiko Katayama) is digging the grave of 
man named Genz6 and she tears his belly to 
pieces with a knife. At last she digs out a key. 
She pulls the hem of her kimono up and reveals 
an iron chastity belt, but the key breaks. Her 
parents had died in debt and she was forced to 
work as a prostitute in a big mansion operated by 
an official called Samejima (Haruo Tanaka). Her 
naked body was tied up and exposed before men's 
glaring eyes for sensual pleasure. A woman 
named Oryu (Mieko Fujimoto) assisted Samejima 
to force her to perform acts of lesbian love. 

HorigorS, a famous tattooist in Edo has two 
apprentices called Horihide (Teruo Yoshida) and 
Horitatsu (Asao Koike). He also has a beautiful 
daughter named Osuzu (Masumi Tachibana) and 
promises the two apprentices that he will give 
her to the winner in a tattooists competition 
sponsored by the Shogun. Horihide tattoos Yumi 
who has a wonderfully fair white skin. After 
this Yumi is raped by Genzd and he is tortured 
and killed by Oryii. 

In the competition the Shogun judges it a tie 
between Horihide and Horitatsu and the latter 
schemes with Samejima to have Horihide arrested 
and imprisoned for murder. 

A foreigner named Clayton makes a deal with 
Samejima to buy tattooed girls to sell abroad. 
Samejima and Oryu gather many unsuspecting 
prostitutes and convicts and sail for Nagasaki. 
Osuzu is tattooed by Horitatsu and drinks poison. 
Before she dies Horihide who has broken out of 
prison comes into her room when she tells him of 
the treachery of Samejima and Clayton. 

Horihide vows to take Osuzu's revenge and 
kidnaps Clayton's daughter and tattoos her. He 
then challenges Horitatsu to a competition which 
takes place in the foreign quarter in Deshima. 
Horihide wins and then kills Samejima and 
Clayton.

Shiozaki (Kenji Imai), ambitious official of 
Kofu Town, sends bribes to Edo in order to obtain 
a good position there. He squeezes land taxes 
from the farmers by making Torazfl (Chujirfl 
Tomita) kill disobedient ones. Katsu (Junko 
Miyazono), the daughter of the master of a 
fencing school, becomes acquainted with a 
traveling girl named Rui (Reiko Oshida) when 
the latter helps a farmer whom Torazfl and his men 
are chasing. Katsu's father wants to make 
Rintarfl, her younger brother, his successor, but 
he isn't intersted in fencing and when scolded, 
runs away from home with Saki (Yukie Kagawa), 
his lover. Katsu tells them to go to Jinkurfl, 
their father's former servant, for shelter, 

Samonji (Tetsuya Yamaoka). her father's as- 
sistant, is scolded severely for dishonesty and 
Shiozaki wins him over to his side by promising 
to have a good fencing school built for him in Edo. 
Then he and Samonji force Rintarfl into debt. In 
despair Rintarfl steals from Torazfl, Katsu pleads 
with Shiozaki, but he arrests both, violates her 
and tortures her father to death. After this he is 
appointed a District Magistrate in Edo. With 
Rui's help Katsu kills Torazfl and his men. Then 
she goes to Edo to seek revenge. 

But she istrapped by Jinkurfl and wife, who sell 
Saki, from whom she learns that she is the first 
victim of Jinkurfl and his wife who killed Rintarfl. 
After killing them to revenge her brother's death, 
she kills the master of the house, then goes to 
Edo. Shiozaki expects her, however, and has his 
men kill Awajiya, a rich merchant, steal his 
money and pins the blame on Katsu, 

In Edo she visits Samonji’s fencing school in 
disguise and kills him, is arrested, but Rui appears 
again and helps her by showing proof of Shiozaki's 
misconduct. She has been spying on Shiozaki's 
crimes by order of Sapra, another magistrate. 
Then Katsu visits Saki in a temple. After telling 
her to give birth to Rintarfl's heir, Katsu goes to 
Shiozaki's house where he is making love to 
Awajiya's daughter, Katsu tolls her of his crimes 
then tortures him to death.

Katsumi (Hiroko Ogi) is very beautiful and 
the pride of her father's heart, and when he is 
murdered mysteriously, she does not even have 
time to dry her tears. For she must step into his 
shoes and carry on as he would have wished. 

Tattooing the same dragon as her father's on 
her own body, Katsumi becomes the head of the 
Sakura Family but Yasukawa {Tdru Abe), a rival 
boss, tries to biock her at every step. Yasukawa 
even asks Boss Mishima to help frighten Katsumi, 
so that she will give up her plans to succeed her 
father. 

A man who calls himself Masa (Akira Koba- 
yashi) helps her every time she and her men are In 
danger. Katsumi believes she can take care of 
her family herself, so she considers Masa a 
nuisance, but for some reason or other, he is 
always there when he thinks he is needed. 

It is also Masa who tells Katsumi about Boss 
Hamaichi, her father’s old friend. He is sick and 
having trouble with Boss Nosd. After visiting 
Boss Hamaichi, Katsumi calls on Nos6 and makes 
him promise not to encroach on Hamaichi's 
territory. When Nose's killer tries to kill her, she 
kills Nos§. 

Hamaichi recovers his lost territory and Katsumi 
gives herself up to the police. While serving a 
prison term, she tries to carry out reforms in the 
bleak cells, where all sorts of injustices are a 
daily occurence, and to change the prison into 
as pleasant and cheerful a place as possible. 

bn release she returns home to learn that 
Yasukawa is maneuvering to shut her out entirely 
by gaining all the area rights himself. He has 
just about succeeded when Katsumi bursts in to 
settle it by fighting it out. She leaves after the 
bosses acknowledge her legitimate rights. 

Harboring a grudge over Katsumi's victory, 
Yasukawa raids her headquarters and, taken by 
surprise, many of her men are wounded. Masa 
kills Yasukawa but he, too, is mortally wounded. 
He confesses before his death that Yasukawa had 
hired him to kill her father.

Boss Matsunaga (Michitarfi Mizushima) con- 
trols the territory in an industrial city. One day, 
he is attacked by hoodlums, fights them in self- 
defense but gets a 7-year prison rap for killing 
them. He does not know it is a trap set by the 
Toyukai gang to weaken his Iriezaki Group so 
that they can take over the lucrative territory. 

At about this time Gor6 Fujikawa (Tetsuya 
Watari) appears on the scene. His first work is 
to save Yumiko Asano (Chieko Matsubara), an 
elevator girl in a department store, from some 
Toyukai hoodlums. Then he pitches In to help 
Kajii and Isao (l<6ji Wada), two Iriezaki men, 
from a Toyukai ambush but, Kajii dies. 

When Gord takes Kajii back to the Iriezaki 
Group, he is stunned to find Moriyama (Shinjird 
Ebara), Matsunaga's right-hand man, an old 
friend. Moriyama takes him to a small restaurant 
run by his wife, and to Gord's surprise, Yumiko, 
the girl he had saved, is her sister. 

Gord soon finds out that if he wants excitement, 
he couldn't have chosen a better place, for the 
Toyukai men are always up to something with an 
eye to getting the Iriezaki territory, sooner or 
later. Kemmochi, the Toyukai boss, is an 
insolent, domineering man who thinks everyone 
and everything are made to do his bidding. 

Gord, known by the name of Gord the Killer, 
is intrinsically a peace-loving man but his anger 
builds up as he watches Boss Kemmochi and the 
Toyukai riding roughshod over everything in 
their way. Moriyama, too, is a peaceful man and 
he tries to calm his men down when they clamor 
for action. 

Things come to a head when the Toyukai men 
kill Moriyama and most of the Iriezaki gang. 
Reverting to his name of Gord the Killer and 
clutching his dagger, Gord does not stop until he 
has killed Kemmochi and all his cohorts. And 
he sees to it that Boss Matsunaga's territory is 
intact in memory of Moriyama, his friend.

The world of bosses is dying out but it was 
once a unique and powerful institution. This 
story is about Boss Murai (Kanjurb Arashi), the 
most powerful man in Wakamatsa Northern 
Kyushu. 

When Murai retires, he divides his territory 
between Etfl (Takamaru Sasaki) and Gdda (T6ru 
Abe), his two right-hand men. G6da, an am- 
bitious man, sets his eyes on Et6’s territory too. 
While Satoru (Hideki Takahashi), Et6's son is 
away, training to succeed his father, G6da traps 
Et6, and has Killer Masa (Joe Shishido) murder 
him. 

Hearing about the trouble between Boss Akieda 
(Shinjirfl Ebara), his childhood friend, and the 
Abe Group, Satoru calls on them alone and offers 
to act as mediator. At the same time, the news of 
Etfl’s death reaches Akieda. Not having the heart 
to tell Satoru, he sends him off to Shikoku. 

In Shikoku, Satoru meets Boss Mukoyama 
(Akira Kobayashi) who had witnessed Etd's 
killing and learns of his father’s death. Returning 
to Wakamatsu, Satoru goes straight to his father's 
grave. Kayo (Masako Izumi), his fiancee, is 
there too. He decides to give her up, however, 
since revenge for his father is uppermost in his 
mind. 

Satoru almost succeeds in killing Gdda but is 
stopped by Boss Murai. Instead of obtaining 
revenge for his father, he is clapped into jail. 
Kayo has become a geisha. With Boss Murai 
now ailing, G6da begins throwing his weight 
around more and more. 

G6da begins to covet Kayo for his mistress but 
she is saved by Killer Masa who is really her 
brother. In the meantime, Akieda obtains Murai’s 
will before he dies, naming Satoru the heir of 
his father’s territory. 

When Satoru is free, he goes to the gambling 
den where over one hundred bosses have gath- 
ered at Gflda's invitation. He explains Gdda's 
atrocities and begins a one man clean-up while 
all the bosses watch and give him their stamp 
of approval.

Next, 0ri6 turns down a fine young worker with 
a future and chooses Tozaka, an A-bomb victim. 
The roof seems to come tumbling down on the 
heads of the Satfl family. 

It is the last straw when the man, to whom 
Tarfl had paid for the land, absconds with his 
hard-earned money. Something snaps in Tarfl. 
He does not know why or what he has lived for 
all these years. Life has become meaningless to 
him and he wonders what must be done to put 
meaning into it again.

(Yujirfl Ishihara), On August 15. 1561, Takeda, 
meets Uesugi, at Kawanakajima to wage one of 
the greatest battles in Japanese history.
